Youth’s Statements to Police Two 
Days After Shooting. 


_ 


Col. C. H. Moore, commandant 
of Western Military Academy, Al- 
ton, testified today at the murder 
trial of Cadet Paul H. Baker Jr., 
charged with killing Maj. Henry 
E. Suhre, that Baker admitted in 
his presence that he had fired 
two shots from a pistol in the 
cadet store. 

The body of Maj. Suhre, vet- 
eran instructor at the academy, 
later in the store, 
where he had caught Cadet Baker 
pilfering, and had threatened to 
report him. 

Col. Moore said Baker admitted 
firing the two pistol shots under 
questioning by Alton Chief of Po- 
lice Raymond Galloway, two days 
after the shooting, which oc- 
curred the night of last Jan. 23. 
The youth did not tell Chief Gal- 
loway at whom the bullets were 
aimed, Col. Moore testified. 

Testtimony of Police Officer. 

Sgt. Lawrence Angel of the Al- 
ton police force told the jury of 
eight men and four women about 
finding the body of the instructor, 
after he was summoned to the 
school by Col. Moore. He said he 
found two spent bullets in the 
cadet store. 

The jury was qualified at the 
opening of the trial yesterday, in 
Madison county circuit court at 
Edwardsville, to assess the death 
penalty if the 17-year-old cadet 
is found guilty of murder. 

The following day, Sgt. Angel 
related, he examined Cadet 
Baker’s room at the academy and 
found a discharged .45-caliber 
shell in a jacket pocket. The 
jacket was marked “P: Baker” in 
the collar band, the witness told 
the jury. The policeman said he 
also found three .45-caliber shells 
in the cadet’s room. The cart- 
ridges and the discharged shell 
were introduced in evidence. 

Testimony of Pathologist. 

Dr. Henry Halley, pathologist, 
who performed an autopsy on 
Maj. Suhre’s body, testified that 
death was caused by a heavy- 
caliber bullet which entered the 


61-year-old instructor’s forehead 
and pierced the brain. There was 
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a second wound, in the neck, Dr. 
Halley told the jury. 

Defense Counsel Harry Faulk- 
ner, of Granite City, indicated in 
an opening statement that Baker 
will take the witness stand, and 
will contend the shooting of Maj. 
Suhre was accidental and oc- 
curred when Maj. Suhre, the 
night duty officer,

Baker, “boy fashion,” carried 
a .45-caliber pistol his father, an 
Army lieutenant colonel, had 
given him, the attorney continued. 
He also had a key to the store, 
Faulkner said. 

“Maj. Suhre was making his 
rounds and entered the store,” 
Faulkner related. “He knew young 
Baker, and these two had a con- 
versation. Then this unfortunate 
accident happened. In due time 
you will be told what conversa- 
tion went on.”

IZMIR, Turkey — From the 
ashes of the burning of Smyrna, 
the great postwar tragedy of 
World War I, has risen Turkey's 
new boom seaport. The Smyrna 
that was Greek has given way 
forever to the Izmir that.is Turk- 
ish. And the new Izmir is crowd- 
ing Istanbul as Turkey’s busiest 
city. : 

Bread floats in the harbor 
where once a hundred thousand 
Greeks fought for foothold .on 
ships escaping from Turkey. To- 
day’s seagulls are so fat they 
disdain to eat the bread for which 
the escaping Greeks hungered in 
September 1922. 

Two miles of waterfront were 
smoking with fires of battle and 
arson then, as Kemal Ataturk’s 
army broke into the city. Today 
in the cafes of Izmir they still 
dispute over whether the Greek 
fugitives or Turkish soldiers ig- 
nited the fire. 

New Foreign Colony. 

Izmir today has a new foreign 
colony to replace the departed 
Greeks, and the slowly dwindling 
old Anglo-Levantine families that 


About half are United States 
Army instructors, and the other 
half tobacco men. At first rivals, 
new and old, they were joined in 
friendship by the active American 
Consul E. F. Rivinus of Philadel- 
phia, who established an Ameri- 
can club with the aid of Mrs.

Rice is an important part of 
our national economy. This cereal 
which is considered by some only 
as the side dish to chop suey in 
Chinese restaurants, has become 
one of the popular items on the 
home maker’s shelf of supplies. 
Completely edible, and one of the 
oldest foods known to mankind, 
rice is:consumed by the body with 
the least amount of labor and is 
easily digestible. What is more, 
it is easy to cook, satisfying to 
the stomach and very easy on the 
budget. 

There are different kinds of 


water and come out deliciously 
tender. Remove the lid to permit 
the rice to steam dry. Lift rice 
with a fork to test its consistency. 
Never stir rice while cooking— 
and the grains will be separate 
and tender. Makes approximately 
three cups fluffy white rice. Keep 
left-over cooked rice in a cov- 
ered bowl in refrigerator—you'll 
find it handy next time you're 
in a hurry to fix a quick meal. 
NOTE: This produces very firm 
rice grains. If you prefer more 
tender grains, use one-third cup 
additional water for each cup of 
rice and increase your slow cook- |. 
ing period four or five minutes. 


One-fourth cup milk (scalded).

The 
California potatoes have not yet 
reached the maturity which makes 
them satisfactory for these uses. 
New potatoes also show a slight 
aipward trend, since there is vir- 
tually only one source of supply 
right now. 


rice on the markets. There are 
white, brown and wild rice and 
all except the wild rice are dis- 
tinguishable by the way in which 
they are milled. Brown rice has 
only part of the coating or bran 
layer removed and: is therefor 
high in nutritive value. The white, 
converted rice has all the bran 
removed, but because: of an added 
conversion process it retains most 
|of the food value of the bran. 
| Wild rice isn’t rice at all but a 
kind of swamp grass which grows 
in Minnesota and is harvested 
by an Indian tribe. 

As rice comes from the field 
it is distinguished as long and 
short grained. These are just 
what they say, long slender, 


Another item which has climbed 
in price is string beans, with 
beets remaining scarce and broc- 
coli in light supply. Corn is about 
the same, as is celery. Incidental- 
ly, there is some excellent celery 
waiting for you in the market, so 
make the most of it. 

There are some items which 
have dropped, however. Cucum- 
bers are away down compared to 
the prices of just a few weeks 
ago. Asparagus has dropped to 
where just about everyone should 
be able to enjoy this springtime 
treat. The price is more attrac- 
five than at any time this year, 
and the quality all that it should 
be. Radishes also come in this 
category, with carrots just a lit- 
tle weaker and cabbage both 
plentiful and reasonable. 

Some mighty fine tomatoes are 
reaching us from certain sections 
of Mexico, although we regret to 
report that not all tomatoes in 
the markets are up to these high 
standards. 

There are a few difficult items 
all of them available, but a 
little uncertain as te supplies. 
These include escarole, romaine, 
collards and endive. Then there 
is our temperamental, unpredict- 
able Iceberg lettuce, which is 
here today and gone tomorrow. 

Mustard, spinach and kale are 
all well within the average buy- 
er’s range and we nominate for 
special consideration the bunched 
turnips. Those now in the market 
are excellent buys; they have the 
tender, crispy tops which make 


grains, and short plump grains. It 
has been found that long grain 
rice does not break down and be- 
come mushy when cooked. 

With all the ways that have 
been discovered of cooking rice 
it is possible to go right through 
the day, from breakfast to dinner 
with rice in one dish. And since 
this is National Rice Week, here 
are some ways of preparing rice: 

Rice Peach Bavarian. 

One tablespoon gelatin. 

One-fourth cup cold water. 


. Lacy Rice Cakes. 
One cup milk. 


One cup warm, cooked rice. 
Half teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon melted butter. 
Two egg yolks, well beaten. 
Three tablespoons flour. 

Two egg whites; beaten stiff. 
Pour milk over rice and salt. 


Add egg yolks, butter and flour. 
Fold in egg whites. 


Drop mixture from a teaspoon 
onto a greased griddle. Cook on 
one side until puffed full of 
bubbles, then turn to other side. 

These rice cakes are like crepe 
suzettes and are served with but- 
ter, maple sirup and a tablespoon 
of thick cream. Best served in a 
deep bowl. This will make about 
18 small rice cakes. 


To Cook Rice. 


Put one cup of white rice, one 
teaspoon salt and two cups cold 
water in a two-quart saucepan. 
Cover with a tight-fitting lid. Set 
over a hot flame until it boils 
vigorously. Then reduce the heat 
as low as possible and simmer 
for 14 minutes more. During this 
time the rice will absorb the

Prospects in Israel. 


Prospects of finding substan- 
tial oil deposits in Israel are ex- 
cellent, the geologists were told 
by Max W. Ball of Washington, 
oil and gas consultant, who with 
his son Douglas, spent six weeks 
studying the country last summer 
under contract with the Israeli 
government. 

“There are eight distinct geo- 
logic areas in Israel, each of 
which has oil possibilities,” Ball 
“Most promising are the 
Negev, the foothills belt of Judea, 
the coastal plain and the Dead 
Sea-Wadi Araba valley.” 


Ball said there never have been 


years ago near Gaza, which is in 
Egypt near the Israel border, 
but the Arab-Jewish war forced 
cessation after a 3400-foot hole 
had been dug, he said. 


Gas, Asphalt in Dead Sea. 


In addition to indications of 
oil as shown by the geologic for- 
mations, gas and asphalt erup- 
tions in the Dead Sea and oil 
seepage nearby provide further 
evidence, Ball continued. 

He entertained his _ listeners 
with several. Biblical allusions, 
pointing out that historians and 
‘geologists now are agreed that 
‘the destruction of Sodom and 
‘Gomorrah resulted from  erup- 
'tions of asphalt and gas in the 
Dead Sea area. Sites of these 
two cities are on the floor of 
that sea, having been covered by 
water resulting from prehistoric 
earth disturbances, he said.

BRITISH DEVELOPING NEW

The conferees, working out a 
ie arpmcny between differing 
Ho and Senate draft bills, re- 
jected a Senate-approved pro- 
vision to defer annually for col- 
lege training 75,000 draftees who 
ae completed four months’ serv- 


House Provision Accepted. 

Instead they accepted a House 
provision to let the President set 
up regulations for college defer- 
ments and to give local draft 
boards the final word on which 


registrants actually are deferred. 

The accepted version would per- 
mit draft officials to go ahead 
with scheduled national college 
deferment tests, but it provides 
that no draft board can be re- 
quired to grant deferments solely 
on the basis of the tests. 

The conferees accepted a House 
provision to give college students 
only one guaranteed or statutory 
deferment, to finish an academic 
year. After that, they must rely

Not Enough State Money 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The budget of St. Louis public schools 
for the current year is some $20,000.- 
000. Nearly half of this money comes 
from city real estate taxts, and only 
about 25 per cent is contributed by the 
state of Missouri. 

This great reliance on real estate 
taxes is not healthy under exist- 
ing conditions. Real estate taxes are 
tied to rents, and as long as rents are 
frozen, there could be no great increase 
in these taxes. On the other hand, 
Missouri is collecting ever-increasing 
sums from St. Louis in the form of 
‘sales and income taxes. It would be 
only fair if the state were to greatly 
increase its contribution to our public 
schools. 

A few days hence we are going to 
vote for an increase in real estate taxes 
to supplement the income of our public 
schools. Passage of this increase is 
important, since it will help our schools 
out of a tight spot. However, it must 
be admitted that this tax increase is 
only a temporary solution. In the fu- 
ture, the school budget should be tied 
less to real estate taxes, and more to 
income, sales, etc., taxes, that reflect 
existing economic conditions.

The small loan companies and bankers had 
their way with both houses of the Legislature. 
The question now is whether they will have 
their way with Gov. Forrest Smith. It is up to 


. him to sign or veto the small loans bills written 


by the lenders’ lobby and passed without signifi- 
cant change by House and Senate. 

if Gov. Smith acts for the public rather than 
for the lobby, he will veto the bills and invite 


the Legislature to enact, at this session, fair 


legislation which can properly be put on the 
statute books. ) 

That some legislation is needed to fill the 
existing void we have frequently emphasized. It 
is needed because legitimate small loan compan- 
ies cannot operate under the present statute. It 
is needed because the absence of legitimate, 
regulated companies in Missouri leaves the 
field open to the illegal loan sharks and salary 
buyers. 

But because Missouri needs a small loans law, 
it does not follow that any law will do. 

The law which the Legislature proposes has 
three serious defects. First, it sets no standards 
for regulating the sale of life, accident or health 
insurance to borrowers—a frequently abused 
method of squeezing excessive fees out of the 
borrower. Second, it permits a lender to charge 
as much per hundred for a $400 loan as for a 
$100 loan, though the actual cost of making a 
$400 loan may not be significantly higher than 
that of making a $100 loan. 

The third and most serious defect—one which 
calls for a veto even if the other two are ig- 
nored—is that the bills bring under one um- 
brella the personal loan business and the busi- 
ness of consumer credit for the purchase of 
automobiles, household equipment and home re- 
pairs. Under the guise of regulating “small” 
loans, the volume of which may amount to $50,- 
000,000 a year, the bills permit windfall! interest 
rates for consumer loans which it is estimated 
amount to $100,000,000 a year. 

The typical personal loan averages about $250. 
Consumer credit loans generally run from $600 
to $1500. The Legislature’s proposal would per- 
mit lenders in the latter category to charge the 
high small-loan rate of 27 per cent a year on 
the first $400, and the present 8 per cent rate 
on the balance. In practice, this means that a 
$1000 loan which is now profitably made by a 
bank at a cost to the borrower of $40 could 
legally yield the lender a total of $84 in interest. 

Is Gov. Smith going to tell the merchants of 
consumer credit that because Missouri needs a 
small loans law, they are to receive permission 
to double their interest charges? 

As Governor, Phil M. Donnelly twice vetoed 
small loans bills which proposed interest rates 
about the same as those embodied in the present 
legislation. Is Gov. Smith going to tell the 
state that a bill which Gov. Donnelly could not 
stomach is all right with him? 

We repeat that Missouri needs a small loans 
law. Because of that need it should not be 
forced to accept a law which.permits unreason- 
able interest rates on consumer credit. Gov. 
Smith should let the Legislature know that he 
will sign a reasonable small loans bill, but not a 
bill which Jets the tail of personal loans wag the 
dog of consumer credit. 


Missing Sign of Spring 
Here it is nearing the end of April with the 
baseball season already under way and spring 
still far behind. True, the blue grass has turned 
green and there are signs of life in the trees. 


' But we have not yet seen even one case of genu- 


ine spring fever. 

It would not be so bad if the hurdy-gurdy man 
were walking the streets with his velvet-suited 
monkey. But we have not seen a hurdy-gurdy 
or a velvet-suited monkey in years. And we, if 
not the world, are the worse for it. “Take Me 
Out to the Ball Game,” “East Side, West Side,” 
“Tannenbaum,” “La Palgma” and a few tunes 
from “Rigoletto” played on a barrel organ, it is 
for these that the spirit hungers at the moment. 

We would like to see the children quitting 
marbles and jacks to stand entranced by the 
monkey’s delicate little hands and his*pert little 
face—so entranced that they willingly give up 
the pennies hoarded for candy and ice cream 
cones. We would like to see again their moth- 
ers coming to the open windows to throw down 
nickels and dimes. And we would like to see the 
stubby street opera impresario sweep off his 
dashing hat and make them a bow as courtly as 
any cavalier’s. Then, in spite of the weather, 
we would know it is spring. 

But the hurdy-gurdy, we gather, is a thing of 
the past. The sociologists and the economists 
tell us that this is a good thing. It means that 
the organ-grinder has a better job. Also we 
gather that his instrument has been outlawed in 
New York since 1939 under an anti-noise law,

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Blow to Police Brutality 


The Justice Department has won an impor- 
tant victory in its effort to protect citizens’ con- 
stitutional rights against arbitrary state action. 
In a 5 to 4 decision, written by Justice Douglas, 
the Supreme Court held that a policeman who 
uses brutal third-degree methods may be fined 
and imprisoned. 


This is provided in Section 52 of Title 18 of 


the United States Criminal Code. The law was 
passed following the Civil War, but was vir- 
tually unused until the Justice Department 
created its Civil Rights Section 70 years later. 
Even then the application of the law was com- 
plicated by court opinions. 

The statute applies to anyone who “willfully” , 
and “under color of any law” deprives a citizen 
of his rights. Courts have held that the “under 
color of law” phrase restricts prosecution to 
federal, state or local officials. The section can- 
not be applied, for example, to lynch mobs act- 
ing outside the law. 

In a 1945 case, the Supreme Court interpreted 
the word “willfully” to imply that an official 
must have more than an evil intent, that he 
must have a purpose of depriving somebody of 
a specific federal right. So the court reversed 
the conviction of two Georgia officers who had 
murdered a prisoner. Justice Clark, then 
Attorney General, said the decision cast a cloud 
over prosecution under the civil rights statute. 

A thick part of that cloud was lifted by the 
new court decision, providing the first clear 
ruling on the Government’s authority to punish 
police brutality. 
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Slow Down the Road Busters 


The Missouri House should investigate the 
operations of the truckers’ lobby. The Legisla- 
ture may not know whether some of its mem- 
bers were “liquored up” by the lobbyists, but 
there is no doubt that legislators were oiled in 
some manner. The results show that. 


Chairman Duvall of the House Roads Commit- 
tee charges that George R. Goode, a St. Louis 
trucking executive, set up a bar in a member's 
office. Goode flatly denies this. Since the 
Capitol was never intended to be a lobbyists’ 
saloon, the House ought to determine the truth. 


But however the truck lobby operates, its 
works are plain. Twice the Roads Committee 
has revised downward a proposed new schedule 
of truck fees. Originally Mr. Duvall hoped to 
add $12,000,000 in truck fees to road revenues. 
This became $8,000,000, then only $5,000,000. 

Goode still complains that “Duvall is trying 
to put us out of business.” That is utter non- 
sense. Representative Duvall has been trying 
to make the big truck haulers pay a fair share 
for their use of the public roads and for the 
damage they do. Missouri truck fees on an 
average are the lowest among the 48 states. 


But as matters stand, the truck fee increase 
has been cut more than half and the proposed 
gasoline tax increase was cut exactly in half, to 
just 1 cent. The result would leave Missouri 
$9,000,000 short of the $25,000,000 annual reve- 
nue necessary to rebuild and improve our crack- 
ing highways. 

It’s about time the Legislature quit being nice 
to the road busters and applied the brakes to 
their labby. Who is writing our road laws? 
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souri enacted such a statute. Kentucky, Indiana 
and other states followed suit.

Hermann Joseph Flade was born in the 
Bavarian town of Wurzberg in 1932, eight 
months before Hitler came to power. When 
the boy was 10 years old he was drafted 
into the Hitler Youth. He must have been 
an extraordinary child, for after two years, 
at the age of 12, he left the Nazi group, 
which he despised. 

One year later the Soviets occupied the 
region. When they established their East» 
German dictatorship, “he refused,” as 
Communist authori- 
ties later reported, 
“to be a member ‘of 
the FDJ (the Com- 
munist Free German 
Youth succeeding the 
Hitler Youth); he 
preferred to re- 
nounce the financial 
aid granted its mem- 
bers to pay their way 
through school.” 

To pay his ex- 
penses at high school 
he had to work in 
the dread uranium 
mines for the Soviet- 
owned Wismut A.G. 
in Marienburg, Saxony, where politically 
convicted slave laborers and “volunteers” 
worked under quite inhuman conditions.

His Communist teachers attested before 
the court that Flade was “very intelli- 
gent, with good intellectual abilities,” and

Which may be a 

blessing in a film otherwise scanty of them, 

if you don’t happen to agree with the M-G-M 

press department that Lanza is the greatest 
tenor since Enrico Caruso himself. 

As biography of the man who had the most famed voice 
of this century, an unbelievably rich and magnificent instru- 
ment almost invariably described as “golden,” the film is 
pallid stuff. I don’t doubt most of its details are authentic. 
Caruso is represented as a generous, friendly fellow, kind 
and thoughtful to his staff, loving his wife, mother and baby 
daughter. But these materials are hardly the warp and woof 
of drama. The scripters have been unable to evolve any 
particular struggle, any conflict, to tie onto. It is essentially 
a story of early and great success, continuing to the end. 
The plot incidents seem pretty paltry most of the way, and, 
while a determined attempt is made to dramatize Caruso’s 
death, it isn’t too effective. As biography, the film lacks the 
pithiness and objectivity of say, a New Yorker profile, to 
make it intriguing. Caruso’s occasional troubles with women 
may well have been avoided. But even such character traits 
as his love of practical jokes, his passion for drawing, his 
almost child-like gayety and ebullience, are neglected. 

Lanza has a nice tone, but his lyric tenor is not at all like 
Caruso’s robust one, at least as it developed in maturity. 
Artistically, Mario is obvious, heavy-handed and unpolished. 
In some lighter arias, like “La Donna e Mobile,” he seems 
well at home, but in others calling for heavier vocally dra- 
matic resources, as “Celeste Aida,” and “Vesti la Giubba,” 
he struck us as tight in voice and colorless. 

This business of trying to throw every opera in the Italian 
repertory into the hopper is unsatisfactory, anyway. Many 
of the arias, duos, etc., are done in excerpts, or in g montage 
effect. When others are given in full, too often one is never 
allowed to absorb the full musical impact or get into the 
spirit of listening—the camera pans about too much away 
from the singer, there are diversionary incidents, as if the 
idea of simply watching and hearing a singer perform a role

Whitney and Bunker are both 
very close to MacArthur; on a 
personal rather .than an official 
level several others are almost as 
close, like Mrs. Gibbons, Col. 
Huff (“Old Sid,” who has been in 
his service longer than anybody 
else), and Maj. Anthony Storey, 
the pilot of his private plane. 
Then there are others, again on a 
different level, like Maj. Gen. 
Charles A. Willoughby, his chief 
of G-2 and an extremely pic- 
turesque officer, and Maj. Gen. 
William F. Marquat who is the 
“accomplished head of. SCAP’s 
Economic and Scientific Section. 
Some of these intimate with 
the General are known as mem- 
bers of the “Bataan Crowd” or 
“Bataan Gang”; i. e., they were 
with the Supreme Commander in 
Manila at the outbreak of war or 
before. The highest eminence in 
this restricted circle* belonged, 
naturally, to those whom Mac- 
Arthur took out with him on the 
flight from Corregidor. Inciden- 
tally, officers who stayed in the 
Philippines, under Gen. Wain- 
wright, never had much of a sub- 
sequent career with MacArthur. 
The distinguishing mark of 
these men is reverence—even 
adoration—of MacArthur. I heard 
one of them say, with perfect 
genuineness, when I asked him 
about MacArthur’s character, “I 
honestly can’t tell you anything. 
He’s too enormous, too unpre- 


stand him myself. No one could.” 

Another told me, “I lived un- 
der his domination (sic) for so 
many years that I do not know 
what to say.” 

These officers are acute, lively 
men with strong personalities, 
and though their allegiance to 
the General binds them together 
they have sharp tensions and 
jealousies amongst themselves. 
MacArthur is perfectly aware of 
this, and feels in fact that such 
a situation is useful in that it 
drives each man to do his best. 
He is not above playing one off 
against another, and SCAP has 
its cliques and. camarillas. But— 
a basic group fealty binds every- 
body to MacArthur. 

In another category are the 
strictly military men who served 
MacArthur in his role as CINCFE, 
like the late Gen. Walker, com- 
manding officer of the Eighth 
Army; Adm. C. T. Joy, the Navy 
commander; and two superb air 
officers, Lt. Gen. George E. 
Stratemeyer, boss of FEAF .(Far 
Eastern Air Force), and the com- 
mander of the Fifth Air Force 
Map.

“If 
the mobsters are reforming and 
getting into businesses which will 
let them sleep better at nights, 
that’s all to the good, isn’t it?” 

“That’s not the problem,” the 
federal agent replied. “What we 
are wondering about is what ef- 
fect their business morals will 
have on legitimate businesses 
they enter. Will they carry along 
their racket methods and make 
it impossible for the average 
business man to compete with 
them?” 

That conversation stuck in my 
mind. Shortly thereafter I began 
hearing more and more reports 
of gangster capital entering 
legitimate businesses. Usually, 
however, the holdings of the 
racketeers were in the names of 
straw parties. 

Some of these underworld con- 
nections with legitimate firms 
were exposed by the Post-Dis- 
patch, other newspapers and 
crime commissions. But it wasn’t 
until the Kefauver committee 
went to work, aided by the nec- 
essary power to subpena records, 
that the full picture of gangster 
infiltration became apparent. 

At the Miami hearings, the com- 
mittee quickly verified charges 
by Daniel P. Sullivan, director of 
the Miami Crime Commission, 
and by the two Miami newspapers 
that gangsters had seized control 
of several luxurious hotels on the 
beach. It was established that 
hoodlums controlled the Sands, 
Wofford and Grand hotels in 
Miami Beach and that Radio Sta- 
tion WMIE and a weekly news- 
paper, the Mail, had underworld 
backing. The gangster-owned ho- 
tels helped make Miami Beach 
the crime capital of the United 
States. 

Then, in other parts of the 
country, the Kefauver committee 
filled in the picture. 

It was shown that gangsters 
exercised some control in the 
liquor industry, particularly in 
Chicago and Kansas City; owned 
oil wells in Texas, Wyoming and 
Illinois; controlled valuable real 
estate in New York, Florida and 
many other states; owned auto- 
mobile trucking businesses in 
Michigan and New Jersey; held 
valuable contracts to haul scrap 
from Detroit stove plants; owned 
small steel] companies, and had 
a wide variety of investments in 
legitimate firms. throughout: the 
country. s 

Investigating crime and politics 
in Illinois, Post-Dispatch report- 
ers found that almost every com- 
munity which tolerates gambling 
has its “legitimate” business man 
who is eager to invest in an il- 
legal enterprise. 

In Peoria, Harry Tyrrell, head 
of a Studebaker agency and own- 
er of a stoker firm, was a “silent 
partner” in the slot machine busi- 
ness with the murdered Carl 
Shelton, gang leader. In a south- 
ern Illinois county, the owner of

Business World 


AMBLERS and racketeers 
G are involved in at least 76 

legitimate enterprises 
throughout the United States, 
Senator: Estes Kefauver re- 
ported Monday night in an ad- 
dress in New York City. 

“When they enter a legiti- 
mate business,” he declared, 
‘“they carry with them the 
same techniques and tactics 
used in crime. The shakedown 
of industrial establishments is 
passed right down to the con- 
sumer.” 

In his talk to the Federal 
Grand Jurors Association for 
the Eastern District of New 
York, the Senate crime com- 
mittee chairman said nearly 30 
billion dollars “tribute” is 
grossed annually by organized 
crime in the United States and 
this “has a direct effect on the 
mounting cost of living.” 

He urged that bar associa- 
tions take action against “legal 
talents who represent or are 
associated with gambling syn- 


dicates.” 


a grocery chain also financed 
gambling operations. 

In Pulaski county, at the south- 
ern tip of Illinois, Ira J. Hudson 
Jr., owner of bus, taxicab, lum- 
ber and real estate businesses, 
was also slot machine king. And 
in Mount Vernon, IIL, John Bu- 
diselich Jr., more familiarly 
known as Johnny Junior, was in 
the liquor business, had oil inter- 
ests and operated handbooks, slot 
machines and bingo games. 

Out in Nogales, Ariz., I learned 
that Tano Lacoco, one of the 
fost notorious Kansas City gang- 
sters, had purchased a large tour- 
ist court, El Reposo, in a deal 
involving about $50,000. He an- 
nounced he was a retired Kansas 
City business man who intended 
to enjoy the Arizona climate and, 
at the same time, operate a re- 
spectable motel. 

But in a short time greedy 
Lacoco sent emissaries to the 
sheriff of Santa Cruz county with 


a proposition that a “modest”. 


gambling game be operated at 
the tourist court “with discretion.” 
The sheriff would be “cut in,” 
of course. But Sheriff James Lowe 
wouldn’t listen. Lacoco quickly 
sold out: Now the “retired Kan- 
sas City business man” is serving 
a term in a federal penitentiary 
tor income tax evasion. 

After the murder of Lacoco’s 
friend, Charles Binaggio, we 
learned Binaggio had taken steps 
to enter the pumice building 
block business in New Mexico, in 
anticipation of retirement from 
the rackets and politics. At the 
time of his murder a year ago, 
he was owner of a legitimate 
wholesale electrical appliance firm 
in Kansas City

He has insisted repeatedly to 
me and to the Kefauver commit- 
tee that no gangsters are con- 
nected with Pioneer News Serv- 
ice, but the hearings showed that 
Pioneer has close ties with 
gangster-owned jukebox firms. 
Molasky is vice president of Pio- 
neer and William Brown, son of 
the late Paul (Bev) Brown, is 
president. 

Molasky had demanded to be 
heard as a witness before the 
Kefauver committee. When his 
request was granted, he made an 
embarrassing slip. He admitted 
contributing $2000 to the cam- 
paign fund of Gov. Forrest Smith. 
In exchange for his contribution, 
Molasky wanted to name a mem- 
ber of the St. Louis Police Board, 
His first choice was his lawyer, 
Morris A. Shenker, the city’s 
leading criminal lawyer and, until 
recently, a highly-influential 
member of the Democratic City 
Committee. 

In its interim report last Feb- 
ruary on its findings up to that 
— the Kefauver committee 
said: 


“One of the most perplexing 
problems in the field of organized 
crime is presented by the fact 
that criminals and racketeers are 
using the profits of organized 
crime to buy up and operate le- 
gitimate business enterprises. 

“ ‘Nig’ Rosen, a tough Philadel- 
phia mobster, is in the dress busi- 
ness, as are other well-known 
gangsters. Louis Crusco, a ‘num- 
bers’ operator in Philadelphia, 
bought for $34,000 cash a sub- 
stantial interest in a steel com- 
pany. Frank Livorsi, a New York 
gangster, went into the jelly busi- 
ness at a time when there was a 
shortage of sugar. 

“The two DiGiovannis, Kansas 
City gangsters with long criminal 
records, are in the liquor dis- 
tributing business. Both have ex- 
clusive distributing agencies for 
most important liquor lines. Tony 
Gizzo, member of the Binaggio 
mob, has an interest in a soda 
water company which sells Ca- 
— Ace, a Capone brewery 

er. 


“Jerry Catena, a New Jersey 
mobster, has a 50 per cent inter- 
est in an express business. Joe 
Adonis is -the principal stock- 
holder of Automotive Conveying 
Co. which hauls assembled Ford 
automobiles. 

“Frank Costello has been ac- 
tive in many legitimate enter- 
prises, although he is the out- 
standing underworld leader in the 
New York City area. He has had 
a very profitable interest in a 
liquor company and in a moder- 
con- 
cern; he has recently disposed of 
large real estate holdings and he 
still retains some productive oil 
and gas leases. 

“In Miami, S & G Syndicate 
members obtained control of some 
of the choicest real estate in the 
city. In various parts of the 


country office buildings, 
hotels and night clubs are owned 
in whole or in part by outstand- 
ing gang leaders and gamblers. 
“A gangster in a legitimate 
business does not suddenly be- 
come respectable... The methods 
which he uses to achieve success

given to me by a Florida gambler,

Later I turned over the list to 
the Kefauver committee and its 
investigators obtained further in- 
formation showing that Johnston 
and two others actually contrib- 
uted more than $400,000 to the 
Warren campaign. Thus more 
evidence of the ties between the 
underworld and politics was 
shown. It was also established at 
the hearings that an auditor em- 
ployed by Johnston made “loans” 
of $80,000 to Paul (The Waiter) 
Ricca, one of the top figures of 
the Capone gang. 

In New York, the committee 
learned, Frank Costello got his 
first big boost up the ladder of 
organized crime when Max Green- 
berg, former St. Louis gang 
leader, was murdered in 1933. 
Business affairs were involved in 
that killing. Greenberg, the syn- 
dicate decided, had to be elimi- 
nated because he was stepping on 
the toes of the New York mob in 
the beer and real estate busi- 
nesses in that state and in New 
Jersey. Killed with Greenberg in 
a hotel in Paterson, N.J., was 
Max Hassel, Pennsylvania beer 
baron. 

At the Cleveland hearings, Ar- 
thur B. (Mickey) McBride, whose 
college boy son is the nominal 
owner of Continental Press Serv- 
ice, readily admitted to the Sen- 
ators that he has “many old 
friends” who are top-ranking Chi- 
cago and Cleveland racketeers. 

He said he was a partner of 
Alfred (Big Al) Polizzi, Cleveland 
racketeer, in a $100,000 Florida 
real estate development. McBride 
conceded his original $20,000 in- 
vestment in the wire service was 
a good venture, after the Sen- 
ators reminded him the invest- 
ment netted $200,000 in just three 
years. McBride also owns a taxi- 
cab company in Cleveland and 
owns the Cleveland Browns, pro- 
fessional football team. 


In Detroit, the Senators looked 
into the strange friendships be- 
tween Harry H. Bennett, right- 
hand man to the late Henry Ford, 
and racketeers who obtained au- 


. tomobile agencies. Anthony J. 


D’Anna, reputedly a leading fig- 
ure in the Mafia, obtained a half 
interest in a lucrative Ford 
agency after a visit with Bennett, 
the Senators learned. D’Anna, a 
banker and reformed hoodlum, 
also acquired an interest in E. 
& L. Transport Co., which hauls 
new cars from the Ford plant in 


Detroit. 

Commenting on the Detroit 
hearings, columnist Marquis 
Childs wrote: “Of all the sordid, 
sinister business uncovered 
the Senate Crime Investigating 
Committee, high on the list comes 
the story unfolded in Detroit re- 
cently showing how gangsters 
were employed by certain firms 
to bring aliens into the country 
to break strikes.”

‘Novel Dessert Recipes 
By Edith M. Barber 


HERE are very few really 
T novel recipes. I am sure that 
you must have found this out 
for yourself if you are an avid 
reader of a cookbook or of maga- 
zines and newspaper columns 
such as mine. Most of us are 
quite satisfied, however, if we get 
an idea for a variation. Fortu- 
nately, the family when they taste 
the results, will*probably consid- 
er them completely novel. 

Recently, 1 was served a cup 
custard with an unusual flavor 
and texture that was hard to iden- 
tify and very good. When I asked 
my hostess for the recipe, I found 
that it contained mashed cooked 
carrots and spices. After the cus- 
tards had been turned out on 
serving dishes, they were gar- 
nished with slivered almonds. 
Plain cream was used for the 
sauce but whipped cream or 
maple sirup could take its place. 

Another different and more 
elaborate dessert is a variation 
of cream puffs. These were 
homemade and nothing could be 
better than that. The filling, in- 
stead of the usual custard or fla- 
vored whipped cream was choco- 
late ice cream. Sometimes, vanil- 
la-flavored cream is used instead 
and the chocolate sauce adds the 
final touch. When cream puffs 
are made very small and served 
with a chocolate sauce, they are 
usually given the French name 
Profiteroles. At a restaurant, a 
large price will be asked for this 
dessert which, however, can be 
made at home much less expen- 
sively, if the labor is not counted. 
And what cook considers this as 
a cost? 

Spiced Carrot Custard. 

One cup cooked carrots, one- 
third cup brown sugar, packed, 
two tablespoons cornstarch, two 
and one-half cups milk, scalded, 
two eggs, slightly beaten, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
cinnamon, one-half teaspoon gin- 
ger, one-fourth teaspoon nutmeg, 
one-half teaspoon vanilla, slivered 
almonds.
